Ths conditions under which Carroll 
was granted the parole Include .one 
that during the term of his parole he 
Is not t.-i frequent saloons or other 
pleres wheru intnxrcatD'ig liquors srs 
sold or furnished, snd thst he will nbt 
drink intoxicating beveragsa. 

TO KEEP THE LAW 
Carroll also will be required to ab¬ 
stain during the time of his parols 
from aasoclntlng with persons of bad 
reputation, and to conduct himsslf 
honorably and work diligently and 
honestly for himself snd bis employsr, 
and to avoid "violating the law."
